FIRED AT CLOSE RANGE, ROT BILLET FAB 


Chicago, Dec. 21.—A desperate ef- 


fort was made to assassinate Judge 
Charles S. Cutting, ot 
the probate 


court, by Frank F. Ellerbrock, of 810 
North California avenue. 
The would- 


be assassin is believed to be insane. 
Judge Cutting escaped 
injury by a. 


hair's breadth and overpowered his as- 
sailant after a fierce fight. 


As the judge entered the criminal 


court building on his way to his cham- 
bers, Ellerbrock, who was standing in 
the hallway, stepped 
forward 
and 


when but two feet distant drew a re- 
volver and fired point blank at the 
judge. 


Overpowers His Assailant. 


Judge Cutting instantly turned and 


struck his assailant a heavy blow In 
the face, almost knocking him down. 
Before Ellerbrock could recover. Judge 
Cutting grabbed 
him 
by the throat 


and threw 
him 
backwards over a 


steam radiator, where he held him de- 
spite his desperate efforts to escape. 
Deputy Sheriffs Broderlck and Wilson, 
who had heard the shot, hastened to 
the assistance ot Judge Cutting and 
wrested the revolver from the grasp 
of Ellerbrock. 
Judge Cutting then 


allowed Ellerbrock to rise from the 
radiator and the man attempted to at- 
tack him once more. The men strug- 


gled back and forth across the hall- 
way and the judge, with the assist- 
ance of the two deputy sheriffs final- 
ly hurled Ellerbrock to the floor. 


Fought Until Exhausted. 


The man still continued to struggle 


and fought until exhausted. He then 
commenced to beg for mercy, saying, 
"don't hurt me, please don't hurt me." 


He was lifted to his feet, and taken 


into the office of Deputy Sheriff Stein- 
or. where he refused to give any infor- 
mation regarding himself. 
He was 


taken to North Chicago avenue police 
station and it was only after repeated 
efforts that his name was ascertained. 


Judge Cutting throughout the ex- 


citement remained cool and collected. 
After seeing that Ellerbrock was safe- 
ly in custody he went on to his court 
room and within a few minutes was 
transacting business as usual. 


Labored Under Hallucination. 


Ellerbrock 
has 
frequently 
been 


about the probate court, and for some 
time has labored under the hallucina- 
tion that he had been deprived of his 
rights to a. share in the estate of his 
sister, who died several years ago. Ho

FIEND WHO SLEW FIVE IS HANGED 


Joda Hamilton, Slayer of Parsons Family in Missouri, 


Is Executed at Houston. 


Houston, Mo., Dec. 21.— Joda Hamil- 


ton was hanged here 
today for the 


murder of the Parsons family. 


Joda Hamilton was 
a 
20-year-old 


farmer boy. On October 12 last he 
killed Barney Parsons, a neighboring 
farmer, Mrs. Parsons and their three 
small children. Parsons 
rented 
a 


farm near that owned by Hamilton. 
He sold his crops to Hamilton and 
started with his family overland for 
Iowa. Hamilton had become dissatis- 


fled with his bargain and lay in wait 
In the roadway for Parsons. 
He asked 


Parsons to repay the money and on 
Parsons' refusal, Hamilton shot him 
twice with a shotgun. Then he clubbed 
Mrs. Parsons and the 
children 
to 


death. Hamilton hauled the bodies to 
the creek and dumped them out, then 
drove home in Parsons' wagon. 
Ho 


was arrested promptly and confessed. 
Today's hanging was the first, legal 
execution ever held in this county. 


SOUGHT TO PREVENT 


Albert Kellem, Aged 18, 


Does Fiendish Murder at 


Keensburg, 111. 


Mount Carmel, 111., Dec. 21.—Alex- 


ander Compton, \sheriff 
of Wabash 


county, was killed last night by Albert 
Kellem, a young man 18 years old, who 
was lying in wait in an alley in the 
southern 
part of 
Keensburg. 
Mr. 


Compton had been to the home of Kel- 
lem's father to get a child from David 
Kellem, the father of Albert Kellem, 
which David had taken from its moth- 
er, Mr. and Mrs. Kellem having sep- 
arated. 


Albert Kellem and his mother were 


in Mount Carmel during the day to 
see the state's attorney about getting 
the child and it had 
been arranged 


that 
Sheriff 
Compton 
and - Albert 


should go to the home of David Keliem 
to get the child. 


On the way from Mount Carmel to 


Keensburg Albert Kellem stopped at 
his 
boarding house to get his gun, 


' stating that he would kill his father. 


Mr. 
Compton, 
after 
remonstrating 


with him, took the gun and kept the 
barrel himself. In taking 
the 
gun 


away from Albert there 'was a scuffle 
between the two, and Albert was in- 
jured. When they arrived at the Kel- 
lera homestead Mr. Compton turned 
the barrel of the gun over to William 
Kellem, the younger brother. 
Albert, 


apparently without the knowledge of 
William Kellem, obtained possession 
of the barrel of the gun and left, run- 
ning toward Keensburg. 


When Albert reached the outskirts 


of Keensburg he hid in an alley he 
knew. Compton would have to pass on 
his way back with the 
child. 
As 


Compton and David and William Kel- 
1cm passed the alley, Albert fired a 
shot, which struck Compton on tho 
right side of the head and he fell dead, 
the murderer remarking, "I told you I 
would get you."

During the last twenty years he has 
been laying aside money, secreting it 
in jars that he had hidden beneath an 
old apple tree on his farm ten miles 
north of this city. 
The money .was 


kept, in the secret, hiding place until 
a storm blew 
down the tree a few 


months ago. 


Since then the hoarded wealth has 


been kept in the Sheets home. 
Yes- 


terday Mr. Sheets, accompanied by his 
son and 
daughter-in-law, 
came to 


Frankfort, bringing the money in a 
two-bushel 
sack. 
The 
money was 


placed on deposit in the Clinton coun- 
ty bank. 


It has not yet been counted, but It 


was composed of coins of all denomi- 
nations 'ranging from pennies to silvet 
dollars, and weighed more than sev- 
enty-five pounds.

have been outraged by tho- French 
government's action in preventing the 
head ot the church from communicat- 
ing with the French hierarchy and by 
the expulsion of 
Monisgnor 
Mon- 


tagnini, secretary of the papal nuncia- 
ture at Paris, says: 


"The representatives of the holy 


see abroad have also received a cir- 
cular in which are set forth the mo- 
tives for the action of the Vatican re- 
garding the application of the church 
and state separation law of 1005. 


Motives Very Grave. 


"These motives are so grave that, it 


is evidently impossible to accuse the 
holy 
see 
of intransigence or of un- 


just hostility to the French govern- 
ment in condemning the cultural as- 
sociations, which disregarded the es- 
sential rights which the church de- 
rived from her constitution, such as 
maintaining 
an 
ecclesiastical 
hier- 


archy, 
established 
by 
her 
divine 


founder as the basis of the organiza- 
tion of the church. 


"In fact, the law conferred on the 


cultural association rights which not 
only belong exclusively to the eccles- 
iastical authorities in the practice of 
worship and in possessing and admin- 
Istowd-ecelesiastieta proj^rtr. ;mit fh«, 
same associations were rendered in- 
dependent, of the ecclesiastical hier- 
archy, and Instead were placed under 
tho jurisdiction ot the lay authorities.

of separation of church and state, to!

notes aggregating $30,000 In face value 
and signed 
"L. 
Armstrong," in a 


handwriting resembling 
that 
of a 


child, had been found. 
The attorney 


said that it appeared that one half of 
the bank had been turned over to this 
Armstrong and he desired to learn 
something of his identity. 


Mr. Atkinson was then called beforo 


tlie judge and asked: 


"Who is this Armstrong?" 
"A stenographer," replied Atkinson. 
"Where is Armstrong';" 
"In Pittsburg." 
Atkinson hesitated and then said: 


"Armstrong is not a 
man, 
but 
a 


woman." 


Atkinson Obtained the Money. 


He further explained that the woman 


had not obtained the money hut that 
she had signed the notes, the money 
for which was obtained by him 
and 


charged to him. 


The attorneys for Atkinson asked 


.that his bond -be-reduced and that He 
bo discharged trom the writ ot ne 
exeat, served on Mm yesterday. Judge 
Landls replied: "It appears from this 
man's own 
statements 
that 
there 


should bo about $70.000 In the 
bank 


and there Is nothing. In view of all 
I he things I have heard T feel that a 
man who would so use other people's 
money might be inclined to leave 
town. I will allow a deputy to go with 
Atkinson until some further arrange- 
ment is made." 


When pressed for information 
re- 


garding the whereabouts of the Arm- 
strong who signed the notes, Atkinson 
said that she was in the Bessemer 
building in Pittsburg. 
He also de- 


clared that, some of the signatures 
taken to be "Armstrong's" were 
In 


realMy 
"Addickson." 
When 
asked 


who "Addickson" was, Atkinson said 
that she was a girl formerly employed 
by him and now working in a local 
dry goods establishment. 


The proceedings disclosed the fact 


that, the books of the bank had 
not 


been kept since November 26.

Their trunk, which Is expected to

When searched at the station house 


the man was found 
to 
have 
from 


$7.00(1 to $10.000 worth of diamonds 
and jewelry in his possession. There 
were seventeen diamonds and about 
thirty pearls, a magnificent solitaire 
ring, gold watch, gold coins and many 
gems of various kinds. The prisoner 
claimed that all the articles belonged 
to his companion, who, he said, was 
a woman he met in the old country 
and with whom he had been living 
about a year.

The woman has wept constantly 


since her arrest

this morning 


wrote a letter to Mrs. C. V. Stein, in 
Chicago, asking her forgiveness for 
the wrong that had been done her and 
begging Mrs. Stein to aid her In the 
present trouble.

The charge brought against the pair 


In the city court was that of bringing 
stolen property Into the state. 
They 


made no plea and were held till Mon- 
day next, when .it Is expected that 
evidence will have been secured from 
Chicago. An estlnfate of the value of 
tho Jewelry found on the pair brings 
the total up to about $10,000 or $12,000 
and some furs found In the suit case 
carried by the couple are said to bo 
the most costly that can be procured.

JAILORS SURRENlUviTHOUT A FIGHT 


Annapolis, 
Md., Dec. 
21.—Henry 


Davis, alias Henry Chambers, colored, 
who committed a felonious assault on 
Mrs. John Reid, of Brownsville, five 
miles from Annapolis, last Friday, and 
who had confessed his 
crime, was 


taken from the jail here this morning 
by a mob of about sixty masked men 
and lynched. He was strung up and 
his body riddled with bullets. 


The jail is situated 
in Calvert 


street, in the western section of the 
city and is quite isolated. 
The mob 


had no difficulty in securing the pris- 
oner. Taking him from his cell they, 
carried him along the road leading to 
the scene ot his crime. 


The plans of the lynchers were kept 


very quiet, as no one except those who 
participated In It knew anything about 
what was to take place. Their move- 
ments were carefully guarded. 


Mob Carried Whipping Post. 


In a statement, made after the man 


was taken from tho jail. Deputy Sher- 
iff Reuben 
T. Smallwood said that 


about 2 o'clock a man appeared out- 
side the jail and rang. He said that 
he had a prisoner. Deputy Smallwood 
saw that he had no prisoner and re- 
fusefi WaVlmlf.Tirm. wKeTeflpon'hc'Teft.' 
Soon afterward a mob of about sixty 


men appeared before the jail with a 
whipping post and endeavored to bat- 
ter down the door. Unsuccessful with

of wood 


pulp and strawboard. 
Up 
to 
date, 


Mitchell asserts, twenty-five concerns 
have been merged into the organiza- 
tion. 


Mitchell, who declares that he has 


brought suit In 
behalf of all other 


stockholders of the United Bix Board 
and Paper company, asks that the 
stocks of the Uncas Paper company, of 
Norwich, Conn., 
now 
held by the 


American Strawboard company, be re- 
turned to the United Box Board and 
Paper company. 


The Box Board company, Mitchell 


says is the owner of nineteen twen- 
tieths of the entire capital stock of 


which had. according to 
Mitchell, 


when it was absorbed by the Box 
Board company, a surplus of $363,- 
fiOO. 


During the last three years the 


total net earnings of the Strawboard 
company have been, according 
to 


Mitchell', $R2!),fiflO, and in 1904 ha 
declares the company had on hand 
$900.000 which could have been 
distributed to the stockholders by 
dividends.

PASSIVE 
RESISTANCE 
WITH VENGEANCE 


Striking Postal Employes of Austria Tie Up the Postal 


Service by Obeying Archaic Regulations. 


Vienna, Dec. 21.—A "passive resist- 


ance" strike, involving all tho 
post- 


offices ot Austria and 25,000 employes, 
men and women, began today as a pro- 
test against the 
conditions under 


which 
employes arc 
compelled to 


labor. The "passive resistance" sim- 
ply consists of absolute obedience to 
tho strict letter of the antiquated reg- 
ulations which are quite Inapplicable 


to modern requirements. 
The 
em- 


ployes are thus enabled to paralyze 
the mail service without, contravention 
of the rules. 
Negotiations are 
ex- 


pected to be resumed with the view of 
arranging a compromise. 
The men 


hayo been agitating for years with the 
object, of securing an Increase of pay, 
which begins at. about. 45 cents per day 
and rises to a maximum o£ ninety 
cents after 40 or 50 years" service.

Naturalization Board Fav- 
ors Limit to Avoid Per- 


plexing Situations. 


Washington, Dec. 21.—The American 


citizenship of persons who lire con- 
stantly out of this country -will be ter- 
minated if a. recommendation made by 
the state department commission to 
investigate the subject of naturaliza- 
tion is enacted into law. 


The commission consisted of Dr. Da- 


vid Jayne Hill, United States minister 
to the Netherlands; James B. Scott, 
solicitor for the state department, and 
Gaillard Hunt, chief of' the passport 
bureau of the state department. 


Under the present laws a man who 


is once an American citizen Is always 
such. The result has been many per- 
plexing International difficulties, espe- 
cially in Turkey, where many men who 
have American naturalization papers 
but are in no sense Americans, de- 
mand the protection of the United 
States. 


Would End Citizenship. 


It is recommended that the expatria, 


tion of American citizens be assumed 
when they obtain naturalization in an- 
other country, when they engage .in 
the service of another power or when 
they remain domiciled in a foreign 
country for five years without taking 
steps to maintain their American citi- 
zenship. 


American 
women who 
marry for- 


eigners should, in the opinion of the 
committee, be permitted 
to resume 


American citizenship if they make ap 
plication within one year after the 
death of their husbands or after di 
vorce has been granted. Minor chil 
dren born outside of the United States 
are to be permitted to become Amer 
lean citizens upon the naturalization 
of a parent. 


A plan for keeping an accurate rec- 


ord of Americans living abroad is pro 
vlded for in the recommendations o 
the commission. It is suggested that 
the state department issue certificates 
of nativity to all American-born citi 
zens living outside the United States, 
stating where they were 
born and 


their residence In this country. 


American Boys to RegUter. 


American boys living abroad when 


18 years old are to register with an 
American consular 
officer, declaring 


their Intention to become citizens of 
this country and at 21 they are to take 
tae oath of allegiance. All Americans 
living outside of this country are to 
be required to register with an Amer- 
ican consular officer at least once a 
year.

LAND RAIDERS CONVICTED 


FACING HEAVY 
PEIOES 


Rich Nebraska Men Found 


Guilty of Defrauding 


Government. 


Omaha, 
Neb.. 
Dec. 
21.—Bartlett 


Richurcla, president; W. G. Comstock, 
vice president, and Charles C. Jame- 
son, 
secretary-treasurer 
of 
the Ne- 


braska Land and Feeding company, 
rich land owners, and Aguilta Triplett 
were yesterday found guilty on thirty- 
six of thirty-eight counts of defraud- 
ing the United States out of nearly 
a half million acres of public lands 
and of subornation of perjury in pro- 
curing entrymcn to fil^on these lands 
in Sheridan and Cherry counties, Ne- 
braska. They aro liable to a flne of 
$360,000 each and Imprisonment for 
seventy-two years. 


The trial has been in progress since 


Nov. 
19. One hundred and thirty-two 


out of 135 witnesses summoned have 
been examined. The conviction carries 
with it a maximum penalty of two 
years' imprisonment 
and 
a fine of 


$10,000 on each count. 
The defend- 


ants were given until Feb. 4 to file a 
motion for a now trial. 


Testify to Big Fraud. 


The accusation against the officers 


of the land and feeding company was 
that they attempted to secure title to 
vast tracts of land within the "Spade" 
ranch incloaure, in Cherry, Sheridan 
and Box Butte counties, Nebraska, by 
means of fraudulent homestead en- 
tries under the Kinkaid law, which 
permitted the homesteader to take up 
a section of land in the semi-arid dis- 
tricts. 
Scores of witnesses were in- 


troduced who swore that they filed on 
the lands at the solicitation of agents 
of the principal defen<\nts with the 
understanding that, they would be paid 
all the way from $300 to $1,000 for 
their claims when title was secured, 
and that all necessary improvements 
should he made by the company. 


A year ago Richards and Comstock, 


who are counted in the millionaire 
class, were convicted in the federal 
court of illegally fencing government 
land, and fined $300 each and sen- 
tenced to six 
hours' Imprisonment 


each. 


Served Term In Clubhouse. 


The latter part of the sentence was 


served at. the Omaha club in the nom 
inal custody of their attorney, who 
had been deputized for that duty by 
United States Marshal T. L. Matthews. 
As a sequel to this episode, President 
Roosevelt removed both the marshal 
and United States District Attorney 
Irving L, Baxter. 


A few months later, Rev. George G. 


Ware, an Episcopal clergyman of Lead 
and Deadwood, S. D., president cf a 
big cattle company, and two of his 
agents, were 
convicted* on charges 


similar to the one on which Richards, 
Comstock ct al. hnvo just been tried. 
His caso Is now before the 
United 


Stales court, of appeals.

Follow Wishes of 


Roosevelt. 


Chicago, 
Dec. 
21.—The Tribune 


prints the following from its Wash- 
ington correspondent: 


In spite of the president's recom- 


mendation, no citizenship for the peo- 
ple of Porto Rico will be granted by 
this congress and probably not by the 
next one, either. The leaders, both in 
the house and senate, have come to 
the conclusion that the time is not yet 
ripe for such action. They have pre- 
sented the matter to the president 
and he now aware that his recom- 
mendation in this regard will not be 
acted upon. 


There are said to be grave matters 


01 public policy involved which might 
be seriously complicated if citizenship 
should be granted at this particular 
lime to the people of Porto Rico. A 
general understanding, therefore, has 
been arrived at that the political con- 
ditions not only of Porto Rico but of 
Hawaii and the Philippines will not be 
seriously altered for some years to 
come, so far as their relations witU 
this country are concerned. Congress 
is willing to do anything in its power 
to promote the meaterial welfare of 
the island population, but it does not 
propose to extend the . franchise or 
United States citizenship until condi- 
tions change materially. 


President Will Acquiesce. 


There is an understanding in con- 


gress that the president will acquiesce 
In this decision, beofause It Das been 
put up to him frequently by some of 
the strongest men at the capltol, who 
are influenced by matters of public 
policy and are in no way desirous of 
interfering with the president's plans 
or the general program of his admin- 
istration. 


Briefly stated, the objection to citi- 


zenship for Porto Rico is based upon 
the existing condition of the popula- 
tion of that-island. A large percent- 
age of the people are of mixed strain 
of Spanish and negro blood. The pro- 
portion of illiteracy Is naturally large. 
Much progress has been made In the 
school system, but It is still approxi- 
mately true that. 75 per cent of the 
persons of school age are not receiv- 
ing Instruction. 


The condition of the people of Porto 


Rico Is anomalous. They have no real 
sitb.enship anywhere. 
No one knows 


just how far they could bo protected 
by an American passport In a foreign 
land. Not being foreigners they can- 
not be naturalized- in 
the United 


States, and yet not being citizens they 
cannot vote, unless the supreme court 
steps in, as it may do some day, and 
decides that.- Porto Rico Is an integral 
part of the United States and that Its 
people are citizens of this country, 
whether thn constitution-follows the 
flag or not. at least when thpy come to 
this country. 


Much Depends on Cuba. 


Many of the important men In con- 


gress who are opposed to citizenship 
for Porto Rico are frank enough to 
say that the situation there must b« 
treated in connection with what is 
likely to happen In the future in Cuba- 
Most members of congress believe 
that the new government which is to 
be set up at Havana during the com- 
ing year will prove a more complete 
failure than that which was started 
by President Palma. 
In that event 


(.here is scarcely any doubt that the 
United States will take Cuba for bet- 
ter or for worse. We already have ft 
hold In San Domingo which it will not 
"be easy to relax, and shrewder and 
wiser heads in congress are beginning 
to look forward to the time in the near 
future when the United States will 
actually own Cuba and will dominate 
and control all the other Islands which 
are not properly governed by France 
and England. Under such conditions, 
republican 
leaders 
are 
particularly 


slow to establish a precedent In Porto 
Rico which may later on cause them 
a vast amount of trouble In other West 
Indian islands, and 
ultimately, of 


course, in the Philippines. No such 
forebodings have troubled President 
Roosevelt. He believes as a matter of 
abstract justice that the Porto Rlcans 
should become citizens of the United 
States.

berg, chairman of the committee on 
franchises of the board of aldermen of 
New Rochelle, was placed on. trial In 
the supreme court here yesterday on a 
charge of bribery, growing out of the 
failure of the aldermen of that city to 
grant a franchise to the State Line 
Telephone company.. The other mem- 
bers of the committee have been sim- 
ilarly indicted." 


In opening the case for the prosecu 


tion Assistant District Attorney Train 
said he would show that Kallenberg 
•went to James Reynolds and told him 
that the franchise could be secured 
for $30.000; that he was advised to 
see President Reynolds, and that be- 
tween Feb. 19 and March 1C of this 
year Kallenberg visited President Rey- 
nolds at the latter's office. President 
Reynolds, anticipating that a demand 
•would be made for money, arranged a 
phonograph, and all of the conversation 
between Kallenberg and Reynolds was 
recorded. 


Offers Cut Rate Franchise. 


Mr. Train said that President Rey- 


nolds would testify that he told Kal- 
lenberg that the company could not 
afford _to pay $30,000 and that Kallen- 
berg replied that the franchise could 
be secured for $16,000.

Total Revenues for Fiscal 


Year Show Immense 


Increase. 


Washington, Dec. 21—A reduction 


of more than $4.000,000, or 27.S3 per 
cent, in the excess of expenditures 
over receipts of the postofflce depart- 
ment is shown in the annual report of 
Edwin C. Madden, third assistant post- 
master general, which was made pub- 
lic yesterday. 


The total postal 
revenue for the 


fiscal year of 190G shows increase of 
more "than J15.0UO.OOO over that of 
1905, 
the greatest increase in one year 


in the history of the postal service. 
The total receipts from all sources 
were $167,932,782, and the total ex- 
penditures $178,449,778. ' The gross 
deficit amounted to $10,542,941. Dur- 
ing the year $24.085 was realized by 
the department from dead letters and 
from the sale of unclaimed articles. 


There was an enormous increase in 


the demand for stamp supplies, nearly 
800.000.000 stamps being sold, a gain 
of more than 10 per cent. 


The aggregate 
amount of second 


class matter mailed at the pound rate 
and free of postage during the year 
was 708,178,623 pounds, an increase of 
more than 45,000,000 pounds over the 
previous year. 


Mr. Madden urges that what is need- 


ed is a law that would be just alike to 
the publishers and to the government, 
and that the former should not be 
hampered in any way by restrictions, 
as now is the case. Mr. Madden says 
he is "convinced that an increase in 
the rate of postage would ultimately 
prove beneficial to all, and would not 
work disastrously as represented." 


Mr. Madden recommends that tho 


seven different rates of postage for 
the second class and the one rate for 
the third class be abandoned, and in 
their place there be. adopted a-untfonn 
rate for all printed matter of %-cent 
an ounce, or 1 cent for each four 
ounces or fraction thereof to one ad- 
dress; that the existing law be modi- 
fled "so as to permit, under suitable 
regulations, the use of ordinary, post- 
age stamps as well as special delivery 
stamps, for the purpose of securing 
special delivery of any letter or pack- 
age.
